Bights oI way have also been assured 
over ttie Carter property. 

In general, the territory to he served 
by Hie pioposed sewer system embrac¬ 
ed ull of tiie Sierra Madre canyon Park 
iract, the Churchill ranch, Cypress 
Court and other property draining (II- 
leclly Into tile canyon above Uraiul 
View avenue. Mains and laterals are 
provided which w ill reach every parcel 
of property in the district. 

Disposal Plant 

All lines of ttie system lead to a 
disposal plant which will be located on 
Hie city 'h property in the Santa Anita 
wash, some distance south of Grand 
V lew avenue. The disposal plant con¬ 
sists ol tin* very latest development in 
Hie science of sewage treatment and 
consists of an Imlmfl' tank, dosing 
tank, sand inter beds and sludge dry¬ 
ing bed. 

Sewage llrst enters the ImholT tank, 
which consists of two compartments. 
"I'll® upper compartment is for clarifi¬ 
cation. in a slow How through It the 
solids are deposited and pass into the 
lower or digestion chamber where tin* 
bacterial action takes place. Here the 
solids are partially liquefied. 

Passes Through Filter Beds 
Tile .clarified liquids from the Im- 1 
hurt lutiks passes into the dosing and 1 
is discharged upon the sand inter beds 1 
of which there will lie eight. These * 
beds will cover uhout one half-acre 
each and the clurllled liquids will lie J 
discharged upon them in rotation bj 
automatically operating siphons. , 

The sludge which accumulates in the l 
digestion chamber Is drawn off Into 
drying beds once or twice yearly. The 
dried sludge is used for fertilization. d 
By means of Ibis system of treat¬ 
ment the sewage Is rendered harmless 
and the plant is practically odorless. 
The water which is discharged after 
Hie final treatment Is practically pure 
and is often discharged into streams t 
near the intakes of water systems. a 
Most of tile proposed system is es- p 
tlmated by Mr. Blxby lo lie approxi- b 
mutely $2(1,OUO. He liases tills upon the e 
estimate of Prof. Hyde of $16,000 for K 
un area somewhat smaller than that oi 
which is included in the present plan, w 
Mr. Blxby has Just completed the plans w 
and profiles hul has not yet computed ii 
tile qualities involved so us to lie able v< 
to make a detailed estimate of the cost.

STATE’S CITIZEN ARMY 

Governor Signs Bill To Provide 
Military Training In 
Public Schools 

While Hie News has always opposed 
tiie idea of a large standing army in 
tiie United States it lias not over¬ 
looked tiie need of some sort of milli- 
lary preparedness against invasion. 
Ami while objecting to the inculcation 
of military spirit into school pupils is 
free to admit tiie disciplinary advan¬ 
tages of military drills. With these 
things in view the signing of a bill 
by Governor Johnson appropriating 
$10,000 for tiie organization and equip¬ 
ment of high school cadets seems to 
ho worthy of commendation. The uses 
of "amateur soldiers" are thus discuss¬ 
ed by the California Outlook: 

"Governor Johnson lias signed the 
hill appropriating $10,00 for the organ¬ 
ization and equipment of high school 
cadets, it is a good beginning. The 
drill part of a military training can lie 
given exactly as well in school as in 
camp. There is no reason why every 
High school graduate should not he 
turned out a competent dressparade , 
soldier. And that is a step not to lie i 
discounted toward the making of a real , 
soldier. Add a comparatively brief | 
training in camp life, in caring for 
one's self in the open, and in Held man¬ 
euvers, and you have a soldier ready 
to take his place ill battle. Especially, 
you have a body of soldiers already 
organized, so that you know where 
•bey are. and they know to what com¬ 
panies they belong, and who are the 
officers of those companies. Militia of- 
Heers held to a high standard, and the 
commissioned officers of the university 
military battalion would make an ade¬ 
quate nucleus. But the beginning of 
it all is tiie systematic drill of tiie high 
schools. For, in that drill, tiie primary 
mechanism of war is learned.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of tho 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pips ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a abort time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. 8. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly oan.

In fact, the small regular army we 
have now is almost Hie only "standing 
army" lefl in the world. Practically, 
tiie standing army went out of exis¬ 
tence a hundred years ago. But as 
most of us did our last thinking a hun¬ 
dred years ago, too, wo are still wor¬ 
ried about tills eighteenth-century bug¬ 
aboo. The best way to dispel that 
"standing army" fiction is to got a real 
citizen army, such ns our New Eng¬ 
land forefathers had in theory and 
such as we need in practice.
